In an emotionally-charged 8-7 vote, before a packed 
gathering at the Agawam Public Library, Town Coun- 
cil suspended Town Manager Edward A, Caba from of- 
fice Monday night. Later, the council voted 1'l-4'to:ap- 
point Caba's executive secretary, Kay Pisano; as tem: 

porary acting manager. 
The vote came without discussion by councilors‘as a 
charter objection by pro-Caba councilors at a special 
meeting on Thursday, June 14th, automatically 
postponed the vote to Monday’s meeting, without 
dialogue 












Emotional Pitches 

The vote followed emotional pitches from residents 
during Citizen’s Speak Time to either support Caba or 
remove him from office (SEE RELATED ARTICLE). 

As part of the preliminary resolution suspending 
Caba for 45 days, the council listed nine specific 
reasons where it felt Caba had failed in his job perfor- 
mance. 

Caba today opted to respond to the list of reasons at 
a public hearing to be held within 25 to 35 days of the 
council vote. 


Exactly what latitude will be offered to Caba at the 
public hearing is not certain. The town charter states 
only the manager may submit, in-writing, a justifica- 
tion of his tenure in office, but also uses the term 
“public hearing.” This suggests am opportunity for 
dialogue. . 

The council must take two more majority votes 
following this public hearing to make Caba’s termina- 
tion final. ios 

The council had earlier voted to suspend Caba from 
office in February, but subsequently rescinded its ac- 
tion following court proceedings by the manager. 


Caba‘’s attorney's, Theodore Dimauro and Con- 
stance Sweeney, have since said any action to ter- 
minate Caba would result in lawsuits against coun- 
cilor’s personal assets, charging them with defamation 
of Caba’s character. 

Ms. Sweeney has commented that the charges will 
be brought against certain members of the eight- 
member majority which voted to remove Caba from of- 
fice. “They have made unsupported slanderous 
statements against the manager,” Ms. Sweeney said. 


Caba’s attorney's presented the council with a pro- 
posal which was discussed at a Monday, June 4th 
council meeting. Here, Caba offered to resign and 
discontinue all legal proceedings against individual 
councilor’s and the town in exchange for $76,362. 


The proposal was ill-received by the council and 
directly led to the calling of another meeting to remove 
Caba from office by Precinct 6 Councilor Peter Longo. 


Caba’s attorney's have also said they will proceed 
with litigation charging the council with violation of 
the state’s open meeting law, in regards to the aborted 
dismissal attempt of Caba in February 

Ms. Sweeney said her office has a witness who is 
prepared to testify on the alleged violation

Clear Majority For Caba 

A clear majority of those present were opposed to 
Caba’s removal. The Reverend Frank Dunn, formerly of 
Valley Community Church in Feeding Hills, initiated 
perhaps the most pointed dialogue prior to the council 
meeting, allowed under Citizen's Speak Time. 

“The adverse publicity brought about during the 
manager's removed ought to be charged to someone's 
account, Dunn said, in apparent reference to com- 

ments from Caba’s attorney's that damages for alleged 
defamation Caba’s character would-be charged to per- 
sonal assets. of certain councilors. 

“The end is not yet. There is a lot more to come,’ 
continued Dunn. “The first amendment rights will 
come under play before this is all over.” 

Dunn went to ask the council, “If there were a 
referendum and the people voted for Edward Caba, | 
wonder, would the council change its vote?”’ 

Former Councilor Benjamin Lockhart also addressed 
the council. He said, | was always impressed that 
Caba’s workday was never limited to 9 to 5. | was 
always impressed by the way the manager worked with 
the previous council. As I’ve reviewed the charges 
against the manager, I’ve seen none worthy of

for Caba’s tenure as town manager. They questioned 
the reasons submitted by the council for Caba’s 
removal, Five citizens encouraged the council to pro- 
ceed with Caba’s removal. 

Among the five, Anita McNamee of Feeding Hills, 
commented, “I've dealt first-hand with the manager 
over the Phase Il Sewer Project. The experience was 
anything but pleasant or professional. 

“Though | can vote against the president, the gover- 
nor, or even my Precinct 2 councilors, all | can do is 


recommend the council to vote against the manager ~ 


tonight.” 
Allow The Opportunity 

At-large Councilor Andrew C. Gallano said he had 
charter objected the council vote for removal of the 
manager during the council's special session on Thurs- 
day, June 14th, to allow citizens the opportunity to ad- 
dress the council prior to any council action. 

Following Citizen’s Speak Time, Council President 
Donald Rheault said, “| believe the citizens who came 
forward tonight made their comments in sincerity, but 
with that sincerity based on emotions rather than an 
understanding of what has transpired over the last 
three years.” 

The council then voted, 8-7 to suspend Caba from 
office.

Sewerless Homeowners 
Have Until July Ist 
To File Abatements 


“Sewerless homeowners” serviced by the Phase II 
sewer project in Feeding Hills will have until Sunday, 
July Ist, to file for abatements to their betterment fees 
without penalty of interest.

Dialogue from councilors on Caba‘s ouster at last 
Thursday's special meeting was still very much ger- 
maine at presstime. 

Town Council President Donald M. Rheauilt said, 
“When Mr. Caba was hired in October of 1981, | 
nominated him. | believed in the things he said he 
would do if he became town manager. | gave him 
almost three years to live up to these promises. 

“Starting the proceedings to remove a manager is 
not a pleasant task,’” Rheault continued. ‘But, it must 
be looked at as a business decision. It’s not an easy 
one. 

Councilor Paul Paleologopoulos spoke in favor of 
Caba, saying, ‘“The manager has a difficult job. If we 
had all expended the efforts we’ve expended over these 
last six months, or twelve years, helping the manager 
run the town, giving him policy direction, assisting him 
instead of hindering him, he would be doing a more 
adequate job.” 

Precinct 2 Councilor Dorothy Nelsen concurred, 
stating, ‘I’m afraid I’ve observed an attitude from 
many councilors not to work with the manager.” 

The eight councilors voting to suspend Caba from 
office were, Daniel Lacienski, Jack Shaughnessy, Pau! 
Trimboli, Neil Blatt, Thomas Locke, Edward Borgatti, 
Longo, and Rheault.

Flood’s Aftermath 

Leaves Many With 

Lost Items, Tears

Agawam flood victims in the River Road area are 
still trying to put their homes -in-order several weeks 
after the ‘Flood of ‘84. The clean-up has been a long 
process, but slowly, a normal routine is returning to 
flood damaged areas. 


The Department of Public Works made debris pick- 
ups on two consecutive Thursdays, Treebelts were lin- 
ed with furniture, clothes, toys, bicycles, rugs, panel- 
ing, appliances, and personal articles that can,;never be 
replaced. 


i As Much As Seven Feet Of Water 
- Many of these articles were either being used or 
stored in the basements of families who had as much 
as seven feet of water backed-up in the lowest level of 
their home. , 


Residents were seen tearfully disposing of water- 
stained photo albums and one resident lost her wed- 
ding gown. “I didn’t realize it was down there until | 
opened a chest. Its ruined,” she stated. 


This past Tuesday night, June 19th, state Civil 
Defense officials held a meeting attended by about 70 
residents at Granger Elementary School. 


Jerome F. Meister of the agency’s planning division 
told residents that uninsured flood loss must equal 40 
percent of the assessed value of the property to qualify. 

The state official distributed forms used to deter- 
mine who qualifies. The forms ask what the total value 
of property was before the flood, including house, per- 
sonal property, equipment and inventory. 


The form also asks for the estimated property loss 
due to the flood and how much it would cost to replace 
the property at current price, 

Hampden County will qualify for federal disaster 
assistance if just 25 homeowners, business, or renters 
can show they suffered considerable damage during 
the flood. 


Residents again repeated at the meeting about how 
cracks were found in their foundations once everything 
was removed from drenched basements. Few victims 
got through the ordeal without the cracks. Water is still 
seeping into cellars and residents are concerned that 

“dirt underneath the foundations has been washed 
away. 

One Agawam couple was planning on selling their 
home on soaked Campbell Drive and moving to 
Florida. They quickly changed their minds when they 
realized that no ore would want to purchase a home 
with a flood-damaged basement. e 

Ironically, most Agawam residents along the Con- 
necticut River and its side streets dropped their flood 
insurance within the past five years or so because the 
rates were getting high. 


Basement Articles Lost Forever 
Even residents with policies found that only items on 
the first floor or above were covered by flood_in- 


surance, while all lost basement articles cannot be fmm 


claimed. 

Electricity, telephones, and hot water have been 
completely restored to homes that went without these 
utilities for up to two weeks, Washers and dryers are 
still luxuries to some residents. 


The American Red Cross provided vouchers at the 
Springfield office for flood victims to purchase 
groceries. They sent representatives around to gather 
information from victims on what damage they suf- 
fered to help get the federal disaster aid process mov- 
ing along. 

The Flood of ‘84 has definitely left jts mark on its 
victims., Thé story-in the Riyer Road, atea will'be told 
for years to come. ;

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VA Sets Increase 
In Home Loan Rates 


The Veterans Administration- announced an_in- 
crease in its maximum home loan interest rate - from 
13% percent to 14 percent, effective Tuesday, May 
29th, 1984. : 

The last change in the interest rate occurred on May 
8th, 1984, when it was increased by one-half percent to 
13% percent. 

The VA action also increased the maximum rates by 
one-half percent-to 14% percent for graduated pay- 
ment mortgages, 16 percent for manufactured housing 
loans, and 15% percent for manufactured housing 
lots, combination manufactured home and lot loans, 
and home improvement loans. 

The rate change does not affect existing loans, 
whose interest rate remains the same for the life of the 
agreement. 

VA home. loans can be used to purchase, construct, 
‘alter, improve, repair or refinance a home. This in- 
cludes the purchase of condominiums and mobile 
homes, with or without a lot.

In Hampden County alone agricultural damage is 
estimated to be $3 million, perhaps even higher in the 
other three western counties. State road damage in this 
same area may be as high as $5 million, and estimates 
regarding total residential and business losses are still 
being approximated.

Dukakis declared a statewide emergency, a crucial 
step in allowing damaged areas a chance to become 
eligible for assorted federal and state (mostly federal) 
relief programs. In a related response, the Governor 
also set up the Disaster Recovery Program whose pur-

assistance to flood victims. 


The program is coordinated jointly by the Executive 
Office of Public Safety and the Massachusetts Civil 
Defense Agency. . 

Other agencies are Participating in the effort, all of 
which address different aspects of the flood. Among 
those involved are Transportation and Construction 
(roads), Communities and Development (housing) and 
the Department of Agriculture. 


Disaster Information Centers are being set up in af- 
fected areas so that victims may get information on all 
available programs. This week, the Civil Defense 
Agency held an informational meeting in Agawam 
which will give some assistance to victims as to the 
availability of federal (SBA, USDA) loans.

A Bug By Any Other Name... 


What's in a name? Often there's information: 
“Stink” bugs do. Honey bees make honey. Tiger 
swallowtail butterflies have tiger-striped, swallow- 
tailed wings. Earthworms live there. And black flies 
are. 

But names can hold mis-information, too. This is a 
particular irritation for a naturalist, for the correct 
name can help keep the myriad of nature facts in order. 
“Bug” and ‘Beetle’ shouldn‘t be used interchangably, 
for example, for they are very different sorts of insects 
and only distantly related.

One difference that is easy to see is in the bug's wing 
covers - beetle’s front wings are entirely hardened with 
chitin. Bugs are only stiffened half-way down, so their 
wings peek from underneath their colorful backs, like a 
perpetually hanging slip. 

The lady bug is a beetle, properly called a “ladybird 
beetle.’ The red spotted jackets entirely cover the 
wings beneath. | love to see them just as much as my 
kids do, for these beetles devour the aphids that plague 
my garden. Come fall, they will gather by the 
thousands and hibernate together beneath a fallen 
stick or rock to be ready for the first aphids of spring. 

June bugs aren't bugs, either. They are rightly “May 
Beetles.’ The kids love to play with them on the 
screens at night. The beetles are slow moving and 
harmless, and big enough to be exciting for toddlers to 
watch. Betsy enjoys knowing that many of them are 
three years old, just like her. They've spent a couple of 
years underground as a grub before emerging as a 
shiny backed beetle - not bug. 

Hank and | had decided to use the proper names for 
lanimals with our babies, both to save them from hav- 
ing to un-learn all the baby talk and to help them learn 
labout relationships between animals more easily. 

There were no horseys, birdies, or lambies in our 
nursery. Their, grandmother editorialized on the situa- 
ition by giving Betsy a ‘’ted-bear”’ for spite. So what do 
we call ladybirds and May Beetles in our family? | hate 
to have to confess. 

We were working on the names of the months when 
May beetles first flew into the light of our coleman 
lantern. It was June. What could | do? The calendar 
loverrode my good intentions: June bug it is. 

And have you ever tried to chant “Lady bug, lady 
bug fly away home” using “lady-bird beetle’’ instead? 
Our cultural heritage overrode, and again, scientific | 
nomenclature lost out. Grandmother would be™ 
delighted. te

“The Value Of Your Presence” 


Many people today are concerned about whether 
they should attend the wake or visiting hours when 
death occurs. Usually, this is because they are uncom- 
fortable and are not sure exactly what they should say 
to the mourners. Just as the funeral is a ceremoney, 
where no one is invited, but all may attend, so is the 
wake or visiting hours. 

What the caller must overcome is the mistaken belief 
that the mourner prefers to be alone. The visitor should 
understand that pain suffered alone is more difficult to 
bear than pain that is shared. Just by being there, the 
friend or neighbor testifies to the reality of the death as 
well as their support. 


Do not be afraid to talk about the deceased. A con- 
versation about the person that has died can be 
therapeutic for the mourner by making it easier for 
them to accept the death. 

Many times a firm shake of the hand of the survivors 
or a look into their eyes, will show that you care. So 
many people are worried about their ability to say the 
right thing, when they should be more interested in giv- 
ing an understanding ear to the mourner. 

Death is an inevitable part of human experience and 
not all people express their grief in the same manner. 
One may need to cry freely while another will get by 
with a few tears. One may find it healing to take a long 
walk and work it out alone, while another will talk or 
cry it out with a friend or relative. 

The point is, when a person suffers, he must: find 
some honest expression that is natural for him. He 
must find his own method of resolving his grief. 


One of the most important periods of adjustment is 
several days after the funeral when the mourner is left 
home alone. At this time, people often need other peo- 
ple to help them return to the mainstream of life. 


A visit following the funeral can be good for the 
visitor also. It helps us prepare for a time when we are 
faced with the loss of a loved one. Sharing sorrow with 
others gives us a chance to work through some of our 
own unfinished mourning and we all have at least a lit- 
tle of that to-do.

Homosexuality 
has been such a difficult subject for people to talk 
about, let alone recognize and deal with in their own 
families, that support groups and open discussion are 
badly needed. : 

In response to the letter, | agree that there is no one 
explanation for homosexuality and no single homosex- 
ual personality type. | was attempting to broaden the 
traditional psycho-analytic view by adding experiences 
outside of the home as contributing factors rather than 
focusing only on parental influences. 

Homosexuality-Biological Or 
. Learned Behavior 

The deeper issue which this letter raises for me is 
that of to what extent homosexuality is biologically 
determined and to what extent it is learned behavior. 

Following from this is the question of whether 
homosexuality is a deviation from normality or a varia- 
tion within the normal range of human characteristics 
such as being short or left-handed. The traditional view 
had been that homosexuality is a deviation from the 
normal and as such is an illness to be treated. Current 
thinking is more in the direction of viewing homosex- 
uality as a normal variation or an alternate and accep- 
table lifestyle. | would like to explore these alternative 
ways of understanding this situation. 


Humans Begin As Bi-Sexual 
Biologically, we begin as bi-sexual beings, and only 
as the fetus develops does it become clear which sex 
will predominate. We are all left with rudimentary 
organs of the opposite sex. Given injections of male or 
female hormones, the dormant characteristics of the 
opposite sex will show some development. So we could 


say there is a biological 
base - or potential - in all 
of us for expressing 
opposite-sex 
characteristics. 

In other words, we are 
all built in such a way 
that, to greater or lesser. 
degrees, we can become 
stimulated sexually by the 
same sex as well as by the 
opposite sex.

e all have a certain potential for homosexual expres- 
sion of our sex drives. | think this is why homosexuality 
is such a threatening and emotionally. charged subject. 
It: comes too close to something that we don’t want to 
see in ourselves, especially for men who are allowed 
less physical expression of affection towards the same 
sex than are women. 

But, the fact that we all have a potential for 
homosexual expression does not explain why some do 
and some do not develop this lifestyle. 


Why A Rejection Of The Opposite Sex? 

From what | have been saying, it would seem logical 
to assume that some people are born with a more equal 
balance of male and female characteristics, which 
would make it easier for them to feel attracted to the 
same sex. This would seem to explain bi-sexuality. 

But, by definition, a male has predominate male 
characteristics, and the same for females, no matter 
how close the balance may be. What determines, 
therefore, the homosexuals’ rejection of the opposite 
sex? 

The psycho-analytic, or Freudian answer to this 
question is that homosexuality develops when there is 
a blockage of normal sexual expression. 

In other words, when we are prevented from having 
sexual experiences with the opposite sex - either 
psychologically or physically - then we might turn to 
the same sex for satisfaction, according to this theory. 
The increased homosexuality in prisons and same-sex 
boarding schools would seem to support this theory. 

This, for me, is still the most persuasive theory for 
explaining the rejection of heterosexuality. This is not 
to say that blockage, rejection of, or disinterest in 
heterosexuality necessarily leads to homosexuality. 
Many people have little or no heterosexual ex- 
periences, and do not become homosexual. 

Others, such as priests, voluntarily abstain from 
heterosexuality and do not become homosexual. Turn- 
ing to the same sex, in my opinion, is only one solution 
among many for those who are unable to enjoy 
heterosexuality. 


Homosexuality Not Predetermine d 
Nor An Illness 


Returning to my original questions, | believe that 
there may be a biologically determined predisposition 
to homosexuality, but that it is unlikely to occur 
without some kind of blockage, usually psychological, 
in heterosexual expression. In this sense | think it dif- 
fers from left-handedness or other physical 
characteristics which are genetically determined .and 
cannot be altered. 

At the same time, | do not consider homosexuality to 
be an illness, because the goal of homosexual behavior 
is entirely healthy and normal - that is, the seeking of 
love, intimacy, and sexual expression with another 
human being. It is how this goal is approached that is 
in question. 

The most important implication from this is that if 
homosexuality is not a fixed, predetermined orienta- 
tion, but is based to some extent on learned inhibi 
tions, then it may be much more possible to change 
one’s sexual orientation than we have thought, using 
behavioral techniques which have been found to be 
successful with similar kinds of blocking. 

If one accepts this point of view, there is danger in- 
volved in the idea of homosexuality as a normal alter- 
native lifestyle or a predetermined condition, since 
believing this increases the likelihood of homosexual 
solutions without suffi- 
cient attempts to remove 
inhibition.

Honor Society and the

Other 
members, who were not present, include teachers Bill 
Quinn, James Ryan, and Charles Heyl. 

Program coordinator Susan Brown relates that 396 
students participated in the second phase of orienta- 
tion Tuesday, June 19th. On that day, seventh graders 
traveled to the junior high school for a three-hour tour 
of the building, which also included lunch in the school 
cafeteria.

8th Graders Discuss Various Aspects 


As part of a learning unit taught by Agawam Junior 
High teacher William Quinn, 8th grade English

We wish to respond to Dr. William Osborn’s column, 
“Psychologically Speaking,” of May 17, 1984. 

In our private practice we have occasion to work 
with homosexual patients, with the gay community, 
and, for the past year, have been working with a group 
of parents of homosexual “children.’’ 

First, we would like to state that medical science has 


» made no determination as to what causes sexual 


preference or when it is determined. Sexual preference 
is not a condition for which there are specifiable 
causes. ‘ 

In our practice, most male homosexuals that we see 
have been successful at the male’ tasks of childhood 
and have not “given up.” As adults, again, they have 
been successful. S 

When adult homosexual men say that they felt ‘‘dif- 
ferent’’ as adolescents, they speak of the time when in- 
terest in the opposite sex began. At this point, they 
wondered why they were not feeling interest in the girl 
who was their lab partner. But they also wondered why 
they felt good with their buddy or why they thought 
about other guys all of the time. 

Dr. Osborn suggests many homosexuals are deeply 
dngry people. Many homosexual people are angry. But 
we offer another explanation: perhaps its etiology is in 
the persecution they experience from a homophobic 
society. 

It is difficult not to feel angry in a society that makes 
bad jokes, that would have them fired from jobs, not 
live where they want to, or commits violence against 
them if they openly state who they are. 

As to the matter of choice, current literature does 
not support the idea that people choose to be 
homosexual or heterosexual. Rather, it suggests that 
homosexuals have no more active choice in their sex- 
uality than heterosexuals.

On Monday night, June 18th, at the Town Council 
meeting, the residents of Agawam had an opportunity 
to witness eight courageous men. They showed their 
courage by voting to adopt the resolution to remove 
Town Manager Edward Caba.

Fails To Address Issue

After a year-long Town Council debate, the issue 
over the council’s right to confirm the town manager's 
appointments seems to be resolved. This follows a 
decision filed on Monday, June ]1th, by Hampden 
County Superior Court Judge Lawrence B, Urbane. 

Not Really Been Resolved 

It is unfortunate, though, that this issue has not real. 
ly been resolved because the judge’s decision did not 
address the issues raised by the council, and because 
the council has determined the expense of having @ 
judge address the issue is excessive. 

lt is unfortunate that the judge did not immediately 
forward the case to a higher court, where the council's 
contentions based on state law could have been ad- 
dressed without incurring the expense of appeal. 

It is unfortunate that some $15,000 later in legal fees 
to the town, the council has received a ruling which of- 
fers no new information. 

And, it is also unfortunate that taxpayers are sub- 
ject to supporting a judicial system where attorney's 
seern to belong to a union, and judges seem to serve 
their interests as union stewards. 

The issue over confirmation began with proddings 
from Precinct 3 Councilor Jack Shaughnessy. He 
researched the Massachusetts General Laws, and then 

2 that under MGL Chapter 39, Section }, and 
under MGL. 43b, the counci! has the right to confirm 


these appointments, under permissive legislation, once 


‘it had voted itself that right. 
_ A majority of the council agreed with Shaughnessy’s 
findings and voted itself the right to confirm depart 
ment head appointments. 

Town Manager Edward A. Caba, on the advice of 
‘Town Counsel Lambert Ollari, refused to abide by the 
council vote. Thus, the council decided to have the 


| matter resolved in court. 


As a result of the court process, the council received 
@ decision by Judge Urbane. 

The decision said that the charter gave the manager 
the authority to appoint, in his opinion, and ‘by clear 
implication such appointments are not subject to coun- 
cil confirmation.” 

Lawyers from both sides, before the case began, 
agreed that the charter in and of itself did not grant the 
council the riaht to confirm the manager’s appoint- 
ment. But, council attorney's held that state statutes 
on the matter would supercede the charter, 

Supercedes The Charter 

if state laws and the charter are in conflict, the state 
statutes do supercede the charter as has been proven 
in previous town disputes. 

Incidentally, while the charter did not require the 
confirmation of the manager's appointments to such 
boards as the Liquor Commission, state law was deter- 
mined to supercede the charter’s silence on this issue 
confirmation of such appointments has been a prac- 
tice since the inception of this form of government. 

Judge Urbane went on to defend the integrity of the 
charter, noting that prior to adoption of any town 


charter, the attorney general of the Commonwealth |- 


determines that it is not in conflict with state faws. 

The charter was adopted in 1971. At that time, the 
attorney general determined it was not in conflict with 
state laws. The council voted itself power of confirma: 
tion under permissive legislation in 1984. The attorney 
general has not reviewed the charter since that time to 
determine if its in conflict with state laws. 

Hopefully, in the future, the council and other town 
officials will be able to work in greater harmony, so we 
won't have to seek further wisdom from the courts, or 
throw any more money to the four winds.

Ghostbusters: An Amusing Comedy 


When a horror film deals with the supernatural, it 
often uses special effects to make the unreal seem as 
lifelike as possible. But if a movie makes fun of an oc- 
cult subject, are convincing effects needed to enhance 
the humor? In the new comedy Ghostbusters, we see 
that such production values do more harm than good. 

Bill Murray (Tootsie), Dan Aykroyd (Trading Places), 
and Harold Ramis (Stripes) star as parapsychologists 
who are fired from Columbia University because of 
their shoddy research techniques. Since they need 
money to continue their study of supernatural occur- 
rences, the three scientists go into business for 
themselves by becoming hunters of disembodied 
spirits. 

Parapsychologists Become Famous 

Calling themselves the ‘Ghostbusters,’ these men 
drive an outdated ambulance, wear coveralls, and use 
nuclear-powered devices to rid buildings of pesky 
spooks. Unlike exterminators of common insects, 





















however, the Ghostbusters can’t kill their prey. To over- 
come this problem, they put their captured phantoms 
inside an atomic furnace which is kept in the basement 
of their dilapidated office. 

Although the parapsychologists soon become 
famous for their never-ending fight against nasty be- 
ings from the netherworld, their greatest challenge still 
lies ahead. A powerful demon that’s inhabiting a high- 
class apartment house plans to cause world-wide 
destruction and chaos. But what makes this evil spirit 
even worse is that it has possessed the body of a young 
woman (Sigourney Weaver) whom Murray's character 
has fallen in love with. 

Set in present-day New York, Ghostbusters is a witty 
satire of the Big Apple, a chic and flamboyant city in 
which anything. can (and almost does) happen. Most 
important, however, this film is a clever and intelligent 
parody of supernatural horror pictures, and the humor 
is at its best when the Ghostbusters demolish a ritzy 
hotel while chasing a gluttonous spook that resembles 
la lump of green Jell-O. 

Unfortunately, the comedy goes downhill once the 
parapsychologists begin their battle with the demon 
that has taken over the body of Weaver's character. 
Well-written dialogue is replaced by elaborate special 
effects, and these effects turn the film’s climax into a 
lame blend of Poltergeist and Raiders of the Lost Ark.

What really hurts this portion of the movie, however, 
is that as the special effects become more visibly im- 
pressive, the less interesting they are. The ghosts that 
precede the demon are fun to watch because, for the 
most part, they look like goofy comic-book characters. 

But once the evil spirit makes its appearance, the| 
film’s tone grows serious, and the effects that are used 
to show its powers are more suitable for a bona fide 
horror movie. In comedies such as Ghostbusters, what 
is on the screen should try to make us laugh instead of 
scare us. 

Another major problem with the picture lies with a 
lack of character development. Murray’s character is 
the only one that’s consistently funny, and a fourth 
Ghostbuster (Ernie Hudson) who joins the team in the 
latter part of the film has better lines than Aykroyd and 
Ramis. (This is particularly surprising since Aykroyd 
and Ramis are the screenwriters of Ghostbusters.) 

Two Performances Shine 

Two performances, however, make us temporarily 
forget the movie's flaws. Murray has grown as a comic 
actor in the past few years, and I’m glad that he has| 
finally left The Chevy Chase School of Comedy (which| 
believes that mugging at the camera is the only way to 
make people laugh). In the supporting role of Louis the 
tax accountant, Rick Moranis (Strange Brew) almost 
steals the show with his wimpy voice and mannerisms. 

Even though it isn’t a great comedy, Ghostbusters} 
does provide some pleasant humor for a couple of 
Hours. Director Ivan Reitman’ (Stripes) manages to 
somewhat redeem his overindulgence with special ef- 
fects by giving us one of the funniest moments of the 
year near the end of the film. | can’t tell you what it is 
because I’d ruin the scene for you, but | can say that | 
wish the rest of Ghostbusters could have lived up to the 
quality of this visual gag.

New Regulations On Striped Bass 

On May 31st, the Marine Fisheries Advisory Com- 
mission approved a Division of Marine Fisheries pro- 
posal for Massachusetts waters. 

The recreational fishermen will not need a permit to 
fish for the bass. There is now season restrictions with 
only one fish daily allowed. In possession, one fish and 
it must be at least 24 inches in length. The next regula- 
tions will crunch a lot of fishermen. The disposition of 
catch will be for home consumption only; it may not be 
sold and the fish must be transported in tact. No head 
or tails removed. 

These stringent regulations are to go into effect in 
1984. The reascn is obvious, the striped bass fisheries 
are in serious trouble. 

The salmon fisheries are in serious trouble also. The 
Atlanta Salmon Federation has adopted and the Cana- 
dian Government concurs, that all Atlantics caught in 
New Brunswick be returned to the rivers where they 
were caught. The salmon return to spawn in the rivers 
and it is hoped that the number of returning fish can be 
increased under this new directive.
